Warrant for Annual Town Meeting 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Tilton, tn the County of 
Belknap in satd State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Town on Tuesday, the Eleventh day of March next, at ten 
of the o'clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose two delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention to be held in Concord, on the first Wednesday in 
June, A. D., 1930. : 


2. To choose a Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, one 
Selectman for a term of three years, two Road Agents for 
the year ensuing, two Auditors for the year ensuing and one 
Trustee of Trust Funds for the term of three years. 

3. To see what disposition the Town will vote to make 
of the School and Parsonage Fund interest tor the year en- 
suing. 

4. Tosee how much money the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate for Memorial Day expenses for the year ensuing. 

5. Tosee if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) for the maintenance 
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of the District Nurse Association, jointly with the Town of 
Northfield. 


6.. To see if the Town will vote to accept state aid for 
highways and appropriate the amount required by Law to 
secure same ($2,953.12.) 

7. Tosee what action the Town will take in regard to 
rebuilding Union Bridge (so called) at Lochmere, raise and 
appropriate money for same. 

8. That the Selectmen of this town (Tilton, N. H.,) be 
authorized and empowered to negotiate and execute a lease 
with the Post Office Department covering quarters located 
in the building known as Town Hall, situated on the North 
East corner of Main and School Streets in Tilton, New 
Hampshire to be used for post offices purposes, that the said © 
lease shall cover a period of ten years, beginning on the first 
pay of July, 1929 and ending on the thirtieth day of June, 
1939, that the rental of said quarters shall be at the rate of 
twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) per annum, and that this 
rental shall include the equipment, satisfactory pip tiies: and 
lighting fixtures, heat, light and water. 

9. To see ifthe Town will raise and appropriate the 
amount of two hundred ($200) dollars to purchase a lot on | 
Silver Lake, jointly with the Town of Northfield. This lot 
to be used for bathing purposes. | 

10. ‘To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
for all purposes for the ensuing year. 

11. To see what action the Town will vote to take in 
regard to the reports of it’s officers and agents for the past 
year. 

12. To choose any other officers and eth for the year 
ensuing. 


13. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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A Child Health Conference for the babies and preschool 
children of Tilton and Northfield was held July 22, 1929 in 
co-operation with the local Board of Health, School Board, 
District Nursing Association and Women’s Club. 

One hundred and five children were weighed and meas- 
ured and received a complete physical examination. The 
examining physicians were Dr. Alice Normandin and Dr.
